act, or in the special act, a telograph 
or telephone company is authorize’ 
to fix by bylaw the tolls to be taken 
for messages or services. The  tolis 
may bo fixed for the whole or any 
particular portion of the company’s 
lines, but Uhey are to be charged 
equally to all persons, and no reduc- 
tion is to be made either divectly or 
indirectly in favor or ogninst a par- 
lictilar company or persons. he 
works of all telegraph and telophone 
companies incorporated under pro- 
vincial laws ave declared to be works 
for the general beneflt of Canada. 
Tho bill will fix a period alter the 
passago of the act within which tele- 
graph and telephone companies must 
submit their bylaws Oxing tolls to 
the Governor in Council, through the 
Public Works Department, for ap- 
proval. The Government is given 
power at any time Lo assume tempor 
ary or permanent possession of any 
telograph or tclephone line, and the 
rights and privileges of any such 
company are then vested in the 
Crown, In the event of difference be- 
tween & company and the Crown 
as to the compensation to be paid, 
referenco will be had to arbitration, 
The clauses relating to Government 
ownership are taken bodily from the 
present telegraph act. Upon the ap- 
plication of any person to a tele 
phone company, and tender by him of 
the lawful amount of toll, the com- 
pany is required with all reasonable 
despatch to {install telephones upon

HON. MR, ROSS’ STRONG SPEECH 


Reviews at Longth tho Reasons Vor Wis 
Course—Date of Polling May Wo Al- 
tered to Municipal Election Day 
—Objeotions of Prohibitionists 
This Polat Be

Toronto, Neb. 27.—The deputation 
which waited on the Government at 
tho Parliament buildings yesterday 
afternoon, representing the Ontario 


on to 


branch of the Dominion Alliance, 
numbered upwards of 100 persons, 
including several ladies. They were 


recelved by Premior Ross and ali 
the members of his Cabinet, and by 
a number of members of the Legis- 


lature. The interview took place 
In the Council Chamber, 

Roy. Dr. MekKay of Woodstock, 
President of the Alliance, in intro- 


ducing the deputation, reminded the 
Yremier that ho was an honored 
Vico-President of the Ontario branch, 
which they represented. They came, 
he said, to impress upon the Gov- 
ernment two points in regard to tho 
Presenl situation: (1) that the vote 
should be a fair one, and (2) that 
it should be takon at an opportune 
time. By a faiv vote they meant 
that a majority should carry, as'on 
other questions, Regarding an op- 
portune time for taking the vote, 
the general opinion of the conven- 


tion had favored the day of the 
municipal elections. Any: other 
day, the speaker contended, would 


lay the voters open to an intimida- 
tion and boycott. He thought that 


the clause regarding tho dato of 
the vote was the most objection- 
able feature of the bill. A change 
in the date would be agreat help, 


and would be fairer to both sides, 
It has been stated, Dr. McKay went 


on, that the referendum had been 
adopted by the Alliance. We  de~- 
clared that the referendum had not 
been adopted by them, 

Premier Ross—You are not right 
there, 

Rev. Dr. McKay—I!t has not been 
adopted by the Alliance, but we 


havo, under protest, submitted to it. 
So far as I haye heard, we have 
not endorsed the principlo of the re- 


ferendum. Wo are prepared to go 
forward and do our work faith- 
fully, provided we’ have these two 


things, a fair referendum und a dif- 
ferent day to Nolo p om it. 

A. B. Sponce of Collingwood said 
he spoko on bohalf of the independ- 
ent people who composed the great 
body of the elaclorate. Thay desired 
to oxpress their thanks that the 
Manitoba bill had been adhered to in 
its entirety, The Government. had 
held to  woll-defined constitutional 
lines, but they would hye been 
glad had they continued en consti- 
tutional ines, and assumed the 
whole responsibility for the bill in- 
stead of taking o referendum, He 
fell that no foir-play-Joving British 
subject could accept the roferendum 
in its present form. 

C. J. Miller of Orillia said he de 
sired to thank Premier Ross and the

Uhat was the biggest ballot- 
box stuffing the country had eyer 
known. If he judged the voice of the 
convention rightly it was that the 
people were not going to be turned 
aside by academical nonsense of men 
in seats high and mighly.

He did not 
seo how the Government could justi- 
fy itself by taking the academical 
position that sich and such a major- 
{ty must be polled to enforce the 
low, They could, he said, move tho 
temporance and prohibition people of 
the country to show thelr indigna- 
tion, and put down their feet with a 
yood deal of courage on the day that, 
the indignation ought to be shown. 
Tho Vremier's Reply. 


Premier Ross, in his reply, review- 
ed the cireunstan Jeading up to 
the present measure MWe swid the 
Province had af different tinios  pro- 
nounced in favor of total pro: 
hibition. Dhey had not, however, 


committed themselves to any incas- 
ure of partial prohibition such os 
had been found was in the pow- 
er of the Province, We denied 
that the referendum was unconstitu- 
tional, and said that on this point 
he would accept the opinion of high 
constitutional authorities,  admit- 
ting, he added, with a smile, that he 
would consult the clergymen on 
questions of theology. Whe referen- 
dum had already been adopted in 
principle, in the case of the Scott 
Act and Local Option. We remind- 
ed his hearers that the enforcement 
of law was no easy matter. The 
Government had at first decided 
that the bill should require a threc- 
fifths majority, but that had been 
objected to as too large. 

The Government's proposition was 
simply this: They asked that, say 
75 per cent. of the vote on the list 
be polled and that half of that vote 
Shall be in fayor of the bill. That 
meant that three men out of every 
eight on the list would have the 
power of governing the actions of 
the other five in regard to certain 
habits of their life. What was o 
fair proposition, he said, dnd, amid 
some interruptions, he declared that. 
was as far as they intended to fo. 
If the temperance people could not 
be successful under these conditions 
they did not deserve to be suc- 
cessful. We did not think it matter- 
ed if the liquor vote did stay at 
home. All the temperance people 
should care about was to get their 
own vote out. 

As to the day of the vote, he 
said that the 14th of October would 
not be chosen owing to the Metho- 
dist General Conference being in 
session at that time, and other ob- 
jections. We would say that it 
would not be on the day of the 
genoral elections, but as to its be- 
ing on the day of the municipal 
elections, he and his colleagues 
would give it serious consideration. 
The deputation, then withdrew.

Boors Loft 20 Dead and Wounded on tho 
Tiold—Capture 


of ‘Empty Wagon 
Convoy by Boers, 


London, ob. 27.—Lord Kitchener 
reported that G00 Boers, driving cat- 
tle, rushed the outpost line near Bo- 
vhabetg, Transvaal Colony, during 
the night of Neb. 23, and that some 
of them got through. The Boers 
left 18 dead and 6 wounded on the 
field.

A conyoy of empty wagons was at- 
tacked and captured by the Boers 
southwest of Klerksdorp, Trnasvaal 
Colony, Web.

An Addross to Princo Honry of Prussian 
Passed by tho Legislature—Prohib- 
ition Bill on Wodnesday Next. 


&.—This afternoon 
in the Legislative Assembly the fol- 
lowlng bills were read o third time; 
To amend the act incorporating the 
Wootlstock, Thames Valley & Inger-

TIon, G. W. Ross moved the pres- 
entation of the following address to 
Princo Henry of Germany upon his 
arrival at Niagara Falls and that o 
deputation comfiosed of Messrs. War- 
court, Breithaupt, Gross, Bowman, 
Wilber, Kvibs and Carscallen be ap- 
pointed to present the same: 

“No His Royal Highness Prince Henry 
of Prussia : 

“May it please Your Royal Highness, 
we, the legislative assembly of the 
Province of Ontario, 1n parliament as- 
sembled, be leave to approach Your 
Royal Highness for the purpose of 
presenting to you the congratulations 
of the legislative assembly on the oc~ 
casion of your visit to this province. 

“We hail with Joy the presence on 
our Boll of so distinguished a°descen- 
dant of our late beloved Queen, and 
we assure Your Royal Highness that 
In no part of the British empire are 
the cordial relations which exist be- 
tween the various branches of the 
Teutonic races regarded with more 
satisfaction than they are in Canada. 

“We have in this ‘province many 
thousands of citizens who regard with 
praiseworthy affection the German em- 
pire as thelr fatherland, and we have 
pleasure in assuring Your Royal High- 
ness that they exemplify In this com- 
paratively new country those virtues 
of frugality, industry and respect for 
law and order which are characteristic 
of the race to which they belong. 

“Ag Canadians, irrespective of na- 
tlonallty, Your Royal Highness will 
be pleased to know that we rejoice In 
the achlevements of German leadership 
In sclence and research, that we ap- 
preclate fhose elements of national 
character to which the German empire 
owes in a large measure its material 
prosperity, and we are glad to belleve 
that the Influence of the empire in 
the councils of the nations tends to 
the advancement of the highest clvil- 
ization and the liberty of the human 
race. 

“We regret that Your Royal High- 
ness’ official arrangements will not 
allow you to make an extended tour 
of this country. We trust, however, 
that another occasion may be found 
for becoming acquainte@ with the 
natural resources and political instl- 
tullons of a country to which we will 
be glad to welcome your fellow sub- 
jects who for any reason might wish 
to make Canada their future home. 

“Respectfully submitted on behalf of 
the legislative assembly of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario.’ 

In moving the resolution the Pre- 


mier alluded to the pleasure that 
would be felt in welcoming the Prince 
on account of his relationship to the 
royal family. He only regretted that 
he would not have an opportunity of 
seeing more of the country. His 
brother, the Dmperor, had taken a 
place among the first statesmen of 
Burope, and the Prince himself had 
given’ much attention to the im- 
provement of the resources of Ger- 
many, and in particular to the de- 
velopment of her naval supremacy. 
We alluded to the valuable 
qualities of the Germans as settlers, 
owing to their industry and frugal- 
ily. The world owed much to the 
luadership of the Germans in science 
and research. German thought direct- 
ed the investigation of chemical sci- 
ence and the province owed much of 
its educational standing to the ad- 
vanees which Germany had made in 
the system of pulilic institutions, 
I Whitney briefly seconded ‘the 
motion, which was supported by Mr. 
Breithanpt, who regretted that the 
Prince could not pay a visit to Ber- 
Jin during his stay, and Mi. Gross, 
who pointed out that the German- 
Canadians formed a considerable and

INTERESTING ADDRESS BY PRESI- 
DENT NORMAN F. BLACK 

— 

At the East Victoria Teachers’ Conven- 
tlon—Provinclal School Systems 
Outlined and Compared. 

At tho recent convention’ of the 
East Victoria Educational Associa- 
tion, the address of the pre 
Mr. Norman F. Black, Li 
oroused considerable discussion. 
view. of the importance of ani gen- 
eral jntereet attaching to the facts 
compiled in Mr. Black's essay, the 
‘Ascoclation have requested |ts publi- 


cation. Tho text of the address has 
just been handed to us and is as 
follows: 


Canadian Educational Systeme. 

From childhood we have been ac- 
customed to recognize tbs school sys- 
tem of Ontario as one of the proud- 
est distinctions of this premier) pro- 
vince of the Dominion. And our pride 
bas been justifiable, for the states- 
men who more than half a century 
Ago instituted our school system 
earned a fame not merely provinelal 
but wide as th> educational world. 
To say nothing of allen States that 
have adopted as thelr own many fea- 
tures once practically unique in our 
own system, there has arisen during 
the past half century a splendid sis- 
terbood of Canadian proyjnces each 
iv turn modeling ber achool laywi to 
@ greater or lesa degree on that of 
Ontario. This imitation has not 
been slavisb, however, for the other 
provircee have wisely sought to 
benefit by our experience, to aivolrt 
errors into which time has shown 
{bat Ontarlo fell when clearing 
the way for educational progress, 
and to make tbeir varlous systems 
olequately reflect the best educa- 
tional ideale of thy day. And now 
the time has come when! the fricnds 
of education in thiq province may 
well look beyond our proyiocial bor- 
ders to see whether after filty years 
of legislative inactivity there may 
not be in the distinctive features of 
the other provincla) school systems 
fome th'ngs we wight weil incarpor- 
ate in our own. 

Iu the educational history of Can- 
no, 1846 marked an epoch’ full of 
import. In that year Dr. Ryerson’s 
report on a projected ame of pop- 
ular ceducation for Upper Canada 
wae publiched and his first School 
Bill, based thcreupon, was passed; a 
Board of Education was appointed 
for the Province and the Education 
Department wae organized; a Pro- 
yinelal Normal School was estab- 
lished ; district superinitendenty, 
superseded loca) township superin- 
tendents ; and a series of school 
books was sclectel whicly remained 
jn use for twenty-two years. To at- 
tempt here to recount even briefly 
1b} story of the agitation and experl- 
mental legislation along educational 
\ines prior to th’ middle of the cen- 
fury, and of how in 1849 Baldwin 
deliberately strained th> constitution 
itself to facilitate Ryerson's reforms 
and hold opposition in check, would 
lead us too far afield. It mast suf- 
fico to say that after years of fight- 
ing, Ryerson by his 

1 Common Schovuls Act of 1850 
crystallized a system tht In its out- 
ebinding f atures remains un biinged 
to this day. The only important al- 
teration in the machinery of edu- 
cational admiuistration since 1850 
was mazlo iv 1876, when the office of 
Chief Superintendent was replaced by 
dhat of a Minister of Educotion re- 
sponsible to the legislature. 

Ryerson modeled our sehool system 
on that of Prussia, ard in ;his report 
borrowed Jargely from a similar doc- 
ument just previously issued by Hor- 
nee Mann, then secretary of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Edu- 
ration. MRyerson’s ideal for a gener- 
al school system demanded that the 
schoole be subject to general pro- 
vincial supervision, control and fin- 
anelal ald, but that the detail of 
management and the main pecunjary 
responribilities be left to the Tespec— 
tive localities in’ which the various 
schools were situated; that the fin- 
ancial burden be borna chiefly by 
@ general tax; that elementary 
sehopls be free and attendance com- 
pulsory; and that echoo) inspectors 
bo experlenced educationists possess- 
lrg teaching certificates of tha first 
graye.

Though it is exceedingly interest- 
Ing and Ingenious In many respects, 
T shall refer but very bricfly to the 
school system of Quebec, framed as 
it la to meet conditions widely differ- 
ent from those prevailing in Ontario. 
Tha schools jn Lower Canada are 
eectarian and educational affairs arn 
tIministered by a Council of Pub- 
lic Instruction, which is subdivided 
into the Protestant Committee and 
{hie Catholic Committee, superintend- 
ing the schools of their respective 
co-religionists, Th> Superintendent 
of Education, appointed by th> Goy- 
ernment, js ex officio a member of 
bot) these committees. Im ‘97 a bill 
to sccularize the schools and organ- 
Ize the system along the lines adopt- 
ed ln Ontario passed th2 Legislative 
Assembly but was defeated in tho 
Legislative Council. In Quebec 
School Inspectors are appointed by 
the Licutenant-Governor, on recom- 
menntion of th Protestant or of 
the Roman Catholic committee of 
the Council of Public Instruction. 

Let us now turn to Nova Scotia 
and seek facts interesting and yvalu- 
ablo regarding educational affairs 
cown by tho Atlantic. Tho first 
Provincial Superintendent of Eduea- 
tion in that province was no less «lis- 
tinguished an educationist than 

' Sir William Dajsyson. 

who held ‘the office from 1850 to 
1853. Tho first Nova Scotian’ Nor- 
mal School was catablished in 1855, 
nioe years after ours. Tupper’s Free 
Schools Act in 1864 brought tho s, 
tem into its present form. 
Council of Public Inatruction consists 
of the Cabinet together with the 
Superintendent, who is not called up- 
on to find ao constituency and is 
answerable directly to the Govern- 
ment, uot to this Legislative Assemb- 
ly. Tbs rural trustee system is like 
ours, but the urban school boards 
eacl¥ consist of three commissioners 
appointed by th> municipal council 
and two appointed by the Govern- 
ment. One provineial and one muui- 
cipal appointee retire yearly. 

Tho provincial grant in Noya 
Scotia is paid, not on tho basis of 
ayernge attendance, as in Ontario, 
but on thie basis of the qualifications 
posscssed by the teacher. The pab- 
lic school inspectors are appointed 
by the Council of Public Instruction 
on recommend@ition of the Superin- 
tendent, whose duties In general cor- 
respond to those of the Minister of 
Edueation in Ontario. 

Ono notices on opening ths report 
of the Superintendent that since 93 
ths school year ends with July. The 
obvious advantages of this suggest 
the thought that common-sense as 
well as the almanac might well be 
consulled in determining tha end of 
our Own school year. How absurd 
it is, for example, that in our yearly 
reports we treat all successful En- 
1rance candidates as absent pupils 
from August to December, and how 
many pupils thera must be whose 
james are counted more than once 
in making up the total Provincial 
school enrolment 2 

The next province to establish a, 
free and well developed school sys- 
tem’ was New Brunswick. There the 
law assumed its present aspect in’ 
1871, the year in which our own ele- 
mentary schools shook off the rem- 
nants of the fee system! twenty-five 
years after the passing of Ryerson’s 
first Common Schools Act. In! New 
Brunswick tho central administra- 
tive body is called the Provincia) 
Board of Education. It consisty of 
the Lieutenanit+Goyernor, the Exe- 
cutive Council and a Superintendent 
(os in Nova Scotia), together with 
{he Chancellor of the Provincial Un- 
iversity, and among its duties Is ‘that 
of appointing the public echoo) in- 
spectors. 

Ths government grant for school 
purposes, according to a Britten! 
special parliamentary report (1901) 
on Colonia] Educational Systems, 
amounts to about’ 

One-Seyenth' of the Entire Income 
of the Goyernment and is about 
three times as great as that pf On- 
‘ttario in proportion to thd sum Yaolis- 
ed by local taxation. Tha law 
makers of New. Brunswick also di- 
verged from the Ontaria model re- 
garding the appointment of the 
gram ond evidently felt that even 
tho law in New Brunswick overlook- 
ed considerations thiut should weigh’ 
with legislators. Accordingly the 
grant depends in amount on the 
grade of the teacher's certilicate, 
upon his rank as principal or assist- 
ant, and upon the grading of the 
school of regards equipment and ef- 
ficiency. It is noteworthy that the 
County Grammar S&choola In New 
Brunpwick aro free. 

In Britieh Columbia tho problem of

nee. The ayerage cost per pupil en- 
rolled ie a little more than Sit, hall 
os much again os the sum the people 
of Ontario are willing to spent The 
total government grant for educ 
tion) purposes in 1599 was $6 
O16. 1f the Ontario Proyinelal grant 
were ln the same proportion to the 
population it would amount to about 
$3,884,085 Ipstead of lesa thin $875- 
000.

How) much 
time, energy and expense would be 
sauyed if Ontario teachers answerlng 
advertisements with the notorious 
“state salory’’ clause could obtain 
ait cost a schedule affording simi- 


lar information ? 

Tn 1877 the public school system 
of Prince Edward Island assumed 
thipe. The administrative body that 


by thot time best commended: Itself 
to legislators includes the Cabinet, 
the Chlef Superintendent and the 
Pripeipal of thie Provincial College 
and Normal Sehool, together with 
two inspectors appointed by the 
Goyernment. Salaries are paid by a 
government grant supplemented by 
local assessment, instead of by local 
assossment supplemented by a goy- 
ernment grant, as in Ontario. One 
interesting detail of the law in that 
teachers’ certificates lapse after 
two yoars of non-use. 

When jn 1882 the Territories wee 
organized the new Counc) of Public 
Irsiruction could not includ» Prinei- 
pais of Colleges and Normal Schools, 
as in Princo Eaward Island and oth- 
en provinces for no such institutions 
had yet been established; but the 
samo sentiment underlying the or- 
ganization! of the more recently es- 
tablished eastern councils manifests 
itself jn the inclusion of two Roman 
Catholic and two Protestant adyis- 
ors, who, however, have no yoting 
power. Th? Superintendent of Edu- 
cation is chairman! of the Council, 
rot merely its secretary 18 in other 
provinces employing such an officer, 
awl be must be a member of the 
Cabinet, so hia positiop closely ap- 
proximates that of the Minister of 
Etlucation for Ontario. Tho present 
Superintendent is Dr. Goggin, an On- 

jo man, of wham we may justly 
bo proud. In spite of complications 
arising out of religioud differences 
and the existence of extensive settle- 
ments of foreigners, the educational 
prospects of the Territoriey are 
bright indeed. Here also the public 
school inspectors are appolate® by 
the Chief Superintendent. In this 
connection it is interesting to note 
that every three years they are 

Traneferred to New, Inspectoratex 
and wh'lo this plan is open to obvious 
objection: and unpopular with inspec- 
tors themselves Dr. Goggin says in 
practise it has resulted adyantage- 
ously to the public service. 

In tbe Territories the law makers 
evidently ‘felt it to be unnecessary 
for tho Government to assume so 
much of the burden of schoo) support 
as the provincial authorities in Brit- 
ich Columbia had done, but also re- 
cognized this necessity for a gener- 
ous and clastic system, of schol 
grants. The first of these laa grant 
of $1.40 for cach’ day a school is 
opez up to tha 210 day limit; them 
comen av enrollment grant of $1.50 
per pupil; a third grant depends on 
the grade of the teacher's certifi- 
cate, 25 cents per diem for first class 
certificates, 10 cents pen diem for 
second class certificates; besides All 
of which there is a kind of general 
efficiency grant of from 5 cents to 
15 cents per diem. That is to say, 
thant in a properly cquipped school, 
remaining in session the full year, 
employing a teacher holding w first 
glass certificate, and having an en- 
rollment of twenty-five pupils, the 
Goyernment grant would amount to 
$405 per onnum. When, after mak- 
ing this calculation’ one recalls the 
niggardly naturo of our own provin- 
cial grants, one is almost ashamed 
to remember the wealth of Ontarlo. 

The question of free High Schools 
caused considerable trouble jp the 
Territories until the Gordian Knot 
was cut by the abolition’ of High 
Schools as separate mstitutions and 
ths extension of the Public School 
curriculum! to meet the public needs. 

A Special Grant of $75 Per Term 
ix paid to schools ip which this sen- 
for work is conducted im accordance 
with the department regulations. 
This feature seems to (the present 
writer to be full of significance antl 
indicative of other educational Ideals 
than thoso cherishel by Ontario. 

Ths remaining Canadian school 
eystem is that of Manitoba, which 
assomed its present characteristics 
in 1890 and is therefore the youmg- 
est of them all. Before the passing 
of tho famous Manitoba School Act 
now in force, the system existing 
for twenty years bod resembled that 
of Quebec, being scctariar in na- 
dure. A brief consideration of the 
present school law of the Prairio 
Proyiuce, regarding certain of tha 
provisiona of which we have heard 
80 much In federal politics, should 
be, I think, very interesting’ apt in- 
structive. 

The Education Department consists 
of the Executive Council or a) com- 
mittce thereof, and its main dutics 
ars to manage the Provincial Nor- 
mal and Model Schools, to superyise 
examinations for teachers’ certif\- 
cates and to appoint inspectors and 
other general officers. Arsociatet 
with this department ts an! adyis- 
ory board, as in the Territories, but

The administration of the cluca- 
lissal affairs of the provinee practi- 
city ies to the hands of this -ivis- 
ory bo rd.

The Acthoritative Regulations. 
regarding the dimensions, equipment, 
sty plan furoéshi decoration, 
ventilation, etc., of seliools. It con- 
trols the omlhorization of text books, 
It determines the qualification of 
teachers and imspectors. It appoints 
{he examiners for the Provincial ex- 
aminations. It determines the stand- 
ard for High School Entrance. It 
preseribes the forms of religious exer- 
cases. It supervises the classifica- 
tion of all echools. And besides many 
other speek iz duties th re rem iing the 
general one of adivising the Educa- 
tional Department, L e., the Cabinet, 
on any educational matter which the 
department may submit for the con- 
eideration of its advisony board, 

Mhe adyontages of this system are 
obyious from every lrgitimate point 
of view, amd the Manitoba Schoo! 
Act of 1890, os regards the central ad- 
mimistrative bodies, marks the legis- 
la high water mark in the tide of 
public educational opinion, which has 
definitely cet tiaward the eliminntion 
of polities from educatianal adminis- 
trathon and toward granting a yoice 
in the manugement of edufationa) af- 
fairs to the elected representatives of 
professional edurallionists. Thus we 
see that Ontanjo stands abone in as- 
Signing the duty of appointing in< 
tors, not lo the central omthorities, 
but to County Countéls, and thia way 
ties a reform of the greatest import- 
amee. A resolution wus introduced in 
the Inspectors’ department of the On- 
tario Educational Association last 
spring by William Jolmston, M.A., L. 
U.B., of Athens, Ont., recommending 
the eppcintment of inspectors by the 
ministers of education, and publiz opin- 
ion is awakening to the weakness of 
the present sydiem. No great oppos- 
ition to the reform suggested need be 
feared so far as County Councillors 
are cancerned, once they grasp the 
sétun tion, If they iwer eto be re- 
lipved of the ditty of providing half 
the salniny (paid the inspector they 
would generally be ready enough to 
surrender into the hands of a dis 
timethy educaitional authority the re- 
sponsibility of selecting officers up- 
on whom so much of the welfare of 
education depends 

Burther, the various school laws 
passed since ours emphasize the fact 
that uniess we are content to lose 
our place in the front ranks of edu- 
cational progress, our system of goy- 
ernment grants mast be made more 
liberal and should be allotted chief- 
ly on the basis of the teacher's quali- 
fications and the efficiency of the 
school tn se fa'r as the latter is con- 
trollable by the trustees. Only inth's 
way can we prevent the cnowding cut 
of competent aind experienced teach- 
ers by cheap substitutes, 

- Inexperienced and Iil-Trained. 
At the last proyéocial educational con- 
yentiion the deputy Minister of Edu- 
cation used the following words when 
discussing this point: “{ ventture to 
say that tlisre is no more antiguatey 
system upder the sun, s0 far as I 
know, of distributing the legislative 
grant, than that which js now and 
hus been adopted from time im- 
memorial in Ontario.” 

Finally, it is plain thit the general 
trend of recent educational legisla- 
tion is toward allowing th contro} 
of educational affairs to bo shared 
much more largely by a representa- 
ative Educational Council or Adyvis- 
ory Board. Public opinion is almost 
agreed now upon this point, and it 
is thy duty of all thoughtful [ricnda 
of educational progress to agitate 
yigorouely till reform is grantel. 

The next few years cannot but 
see great changes in the Ontario 
Sehool System. Let us make it our 
business to inform ourselves on what 
others are doing and have done. Let 
us consider possible changes with the 
seriousness befitting the crisis that 
is approaching. And by frea dis- 
cussicn let us ensure th® proper pre- 
paration of the public mind for the 
further progress jit is to be our joy 
and pride to see Ontario make.

THE PUBLIC HIGHWAYS BILL 


Issue of Debentures For Good Roads te 
Be Subject to the Approval of the 
Electorsa—Rallway Sabsidy Fund 


Amounts to $30,539—Debate on 
Conditions of the Asylaoms— 
Bills Read a Second Time. 


Toronto, Feb. 28.—This afternoon 
in the Legislative Assembly Jon. G. 
W. Ross introduced a bill to amend 
the act respecting the Improvement 
of Public Highways. The bill hav- 
ing been read a first time he moved 
its second reading, explaining that 
the act as it stood ecnaljled delen- 
tures to be issued for a term of 30 
years. According ‘to the Municipal 
Act debentures could be issucd for 
50 years. The bill fixed 40 ycors as 
the term over which the payment of 
debentures could be extended. it 
also made the issue of debentures 


subject to the approval of the clec- 
tors. he bill was read a  se- 
vond time, 

Other bills: introduced were as fol- 


lows: By Mr. Conmee, to incorpor- 
ate thé Canada Centred Rail 
Mr. Carscallen, 10 amend the 
tario Factories Act and respecting 
prison made goods; Mr. Dryden, to 
aniensd the FPactorics Act. 

Mrf Monteith enquired whether it 
was the intention of the Government 
to take any steps with a view of 
extending a welcome to Prince Hen- 
ry of Germany. 

Hon. G. W. Ross said that he had 
put a notice on the paper for an 
address to be drawn up by the Mouse 
and the appointment of a eeation 
to present it. 

Mr. Matheson enquired whether 
any Railway Subsidy Fund had been 


formed under the provisions of 52 
Vic. c. 35, ss. 4 to 9, and if 80, 
what is the amotnt of such fund. 


Has any separate account ever been 
kept of the sales of Jands within 
ten miles on each side of the On- 
tario and Rainy River Railway, the 
Parry Sound Colonization Railway 
or the Brockville, Westport and 
Sault Ste. Marie Railway, as pro- 
vided by this Act. 

Hon. B. J. Davis replied that 
such a Railway Subsidy fund had 
been formed, the amount of the same 
being $39,539. A separate account 


of the sales of the land referred to 
had been kept. 
Mr. Kribs moved for a return of 


correspondence between the Orillia 
Idiot Asylum, the Bellevil,ec Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, and the Department 
in-relation to the need of increased 
accommodation in both institutions. 

Won. J. R. Stratton said that the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum had ample 
accommodation. The Orillia Idiot 
Asylum had for some time been oy- 


ercrowded. Arrangements had been 
completed for the transfer to the 
institution of the children in Wa- 
terloo county referred to by Mr. 
Kribs. 

Mr. Wardell complaincd that ap- 


plications for the admission of idiots 
from Dundas county had been refus- 
ed. 

Mr. Stratton reiterated his state 
ment that the accommodation for 
idjots was limited. There Was, 
however, space which could be util- 
ized, but it would require a con- 
siderable expenditure. He was now 
having plans drawn up to see if 
additional accommodation could be 
provided. 

The order was discharged. 

The bills respecting the Port Dal- 
housie, St. Catharines and Thorold 
Electric Street Railway Co., Mr. 
Jessop, and respecting the town of 
Perth, Mr. Matheson, were read a 
third time. 

The following bills received a se 
cond reading: To amend the Toll 
Roads Expropriation Act, Mr. Brow- 
er; to amend the Agricultural and 
Arts Act, Mr. Hoyle; to amend the 
Toll Roads Expropriation Act, Mr. 
McKay, and to amend the Ontario 
Controyerted Elections Act, Mr. Ma- 
theson; to amend the Manhood Suf- 
frage Registration Act, Mr. Gibson. 

Hon. J. M. Gibson moved the s- 
cond reading of the bill to amend 
the Joint Stock Companies Winding- 
up Act. He said that sometimes 
difficulties arose from sharcholders 
refusing to accept a settlement or 
recelve money when companies were 
being wound up. The bill provided 
that in such cases, and olso when 
the sharcholder happened to be an 
infant the money might be paid into 
court, The measure was in the dir 
ection of economy in liquidation. The 
bill received a second’ reading. 

Hon. Mr. Latchford introduced 
bill to provide for the removal 
obstructions in rivers and streams, 

The bill of the Town of Wiarton 
was passed by the Private Bills 
Committee yesterday. It provides 
for the payment of a $25,000 bon- 
us to a beet sugar company for a 
fixed assessment of $80,000 for nine 
years.

The proposal to turn over the ap- 
pojoiment of license officials to some

Use of Cover Crops and Fertilizers. 

Prof. I. P. Roberts, of Cornell Un- 
Iversily, says: Cover crops may in 
& measure take the place of fertll- 
izers and manures. They aro not, 
however, a univergal panacea for all 
Boll deficieucies, nelther are they a 
full substitute im al! cases for fertil- 
izers. Thre is always a wide field for, 
the profitable use of one or, alton the 
conceplratel forms of fertilizers 
bamed, and ly many cases there ig al- 
80 4 Apecial place (ur the use of fer- 
ulizers, therefore the more nesil of 
Wovest goots. Comm.reial fer lzers 
furnish ayallublo plant food, but no 
humus. The cover crop furnishes 
both, but it is only fair, to Bay that 
the pliant Tood in-Ghe former arg more 
ovailable than in the latter. Cover 
crops improve thy pliysigal condition 
of the soll, lessening the cost of till 
age. Physleally, fertilizers benefit 
Yhe soil Witte or none. Tho humus 
furnished by the cover crops  in- 
Creasey the avallability of the plant 
food already in ths soll; fertilizers 
do not. Co Crops thade the lini 
and covserve moisture.

Winnipeg, March 8.—A report sent 
out Tom the Ifudson Bay post at 
Port Churehill, about tivo and a halt 
years ago that Andree, the Swedish 
aeronait, and his assistants had 
been killed by Eskimos, is confirmed 
by advices received at the head office 
of the company here. 

Alston Churchill, factor at Church- 
ill, which is the company’s most 
northerly point on the west coast of 
Hudson Bay, has written that after 
about two years search the men sent. 
out by him returned with a report 
similar to the one first published. 
Traces of the daring balloonist and 
his assistants were followed for hun- 
dreds of miles, but it was impossible 
to locate the tribe which caused theig 
deaths. The story of tho searchers is 
that Arctic Eskimos saw ‘‘Ohnaak’’ 
(one of their largest boats) floating 
in the wir. When it settled to the 
ground three wwhito men, strangely 
dressed, came out with guns, which 
they indiscreetly fired. Andree and 
his assistants were killed with hus- 
kee bows and everything of valuo 
takon. 

Tho searchers found knives, tobacco 
and cartridges, supposed to have be- 
longed to Andree, in possession of 
the most northern tribes, but could 
get no further information.

GEN. METHUEN TAKEN 


FOUR OF HIS GUNS WERE LOST 


Worty-Ooe British Killed and Seventy- 
Seven Wounded—Western Transvaal 
Scono of Disaster—The News, When 
Announced {nm British Commons, 
Waleod Irluh Cheers—Spoech 
by Lord Roberts. 


London, March 11.—Lord Meth- 
uen and four guns have been cap- 
tured by General Delarey. General 
Methuen was wounded in the thigh. 
Three British officers and 88 men 
Were killed. Wive British officers 
and 72 men were wounded, Ono

Lord Kitchener's Despatch. 


Phe contents of Lord Kitchener's 
despatcli announcing the capture 
of General Methuen are as follows: 

“Pretoria, Saturday, March 8, — 
I greatly regret to have to send 
you bad news of Methuen. He was 
moving with 900 mounted men, un- 
der Major Paris, and 300 infantry, 


Methuen {s re- 


four guns and a Pom-porn, from 
Winburg to Lichtenburg, and was 
to meet Grenfell, with 1,800 
mounted men, at MRovirainesfontein 
to-day. Yesterday morning early 
he was attacked by Delarey’s force 
between  Twebosch and Palmiet- 
knill. The Boers charged on three 
sides. 


“Dive hundred and fifty men have 
come in at Maribogs and Kraai- 
pan. They were pursued by the Boers 
four miles from the scene of the 
action. They report that Methuen 
and Paris, with the guns, baggage, 
etc., were captured by the Boers. 
Methuen, when last seen, was @ pri- 
soner, I have no details of the cas- 
ualties, and suggest delaying publi- 
cation till I can secure definite re- 
ports. I think this sudden revival 
of activity on the part of Delar- 
ey is to draw off the troops press- 
ing Dewet.'’ 

Further Details. 

In a second despatch, dated Sun- 
day, March 9, Lord Kitchener says: 

“Paris has come in at Kraaipan 
with the remainder of the men. He 
reports that the column was moving 
in two parties. One with the Ox- 
wagons left Twebosch at 3 a.m. The 
other, with the mule wagons, started 
an hour later. Just before daylight 
the Boers attacked. Before rein- 
forcements could reach them the rear 
guard was engaged. In the mean- 
time a large company of Boers gal- 
loped up-on both flanks These at 
first were checked by the flank par- 
ties, but the panic and-stampede of 
the mules had begun, and all the 
mule wagons, with a terrible mix 
tive of mounted men, rushed past the 
ox Wagons. All efforts to check them 
Were unavailing. 

Lerd Methuen Wounded. 


“Major Paris collected 40 men and 
occupied « position a niile in front of 
the wagons, which were then halted. 
After a gallant but unsuccessful de- 
fence, the enemy rushed into the ox 
Wagons and Methuen was wounded in 
the thigh. Paris, being surrounded, 
surrendered. At 10 a.m. Methuen is 
still in the Boer camp.’ 

Then follows the number of casual- 
ties, as already cabled, The killed in- 
cludes Lieuts. G. R. Vonning and 1 
P. W. Nesham of the Royal Artillery, 
who wero both killed while serving 
their guns with case shot. 

As Lord Kitchener announced that 
Major Paris bad surrendered, and 
also telegraphed that he had reached 
AKrauipan with the remainder of the 
men, it would seem that the Boers 
subsequently released the major and 
his companions, 

Dressed os Britishers. 

Advices received last night say that 
the force under General Delarey was 
almost entirely dressed in British 
uniforms. This made it impossible 
for the infantry to distinguish’ be- 
tween their own men and the en- 
emy when the mounted troops were 
driven in on them. Tho enemy num- 
bered 1,500 men. They had one 15- 
Pounder ard a pom pom. 

Delarey, Calliers, Kemp, 
and other commandants were 
ent. 

In a private telegram just received 
here Lord Kitchener adds; “I find 
Methuen has a fractured thigh, but 
he is reported to be doing well.”’

Mr. Hockin Gives Some Good Advice 
to Citizens—Board of Trade Dis- 
cuss an Offer From an Outside 
Manufacturing Firm and the Com- 
pletion of the river Dredging.

the Board had been asked to meet 
the members of the Council In order 
that a decision might he reached as 
to tho percentage to ba charged 
property-owners who petition for 
grapolithic walks. Heretofore the 
percentage on residental streets had 
‘been 60 per cent. for the town) and 
40 per cent for property-otners, and 
some of the aldermen were ip favor 
of revising these proportions. 

Ald. O’Rielly, chairman of the Board 
of Works, read a number, of letters 
relating to the plan followed by other 
muuicipalitics, and submitted figures 
shewing the relative cost of plank 
and cement walks; the former would 
cost, with repairs, about 7c. per 
square foot, aud last 10 years; the 
latter would cost only 10c. per 
square foot, and last from; 20 to 40 
years. By purchasing cement in car 
lots the cost might be cut to 9 1-20. 
The speaker thought the Council 
should adopt a system Jn the grant- 
ing of petitions for cement walks, 


and euggested that the petitions ap-j 


proved should be for continuations 
from IKent-st. 

Mr, McLennan—“Can the Council re- 

fuse properly signed petitions?” 
2 Ald. O'Rielly—‘Yes, I think so—the 
Commissioner bas to report upon 
each, avd we can instruct him to re- 
port adversely.” — 

Ald. Jackson—‘“No, no.” 

‘Mr. Chambers—“I fail to see how 
the property-owmers on any street 
could bo refused while the petition 
for another walk was (granted.” 

Ald. Burrows proposed that the 
property-owners’ percentage be 50 
per cent. instead of GO per cent., as 
proposed. 

Mr. Hopkins thought the building 
of cement waike should be encour- 
aged as much as possible—it was 
folly to put down plank walks, and 
if the town bad put down cement 
walks ten years ago, paying the eo- 
tire cost, It would haye been a pay- 
ing Investment. Of course it would 
not be advisable to put down cement 
walks on the outskirts. He was in 
favor of the Council continuing to 
pay 60 per cent. of the cost, and 
thought that only the citizens on 
leading streets would petition. The 
Council could refuse a petition for 
food reasons. Parties paying for ce- 
ment walks had to pay their share 
of the 60 per cent. allowed in the 
case of other walke. Plank walks 
are costly and have to be paid out 
of the year’s rates, while cement 
walks are cheaper in the end and 
the payment extends over o long 
period. Visitors spoke in yery com- 
plimentary terms of the improved 
fappearance of the town owing to 
the new pavements, and jf we can’t 
have good streets right away, 
should try to get gook walke. Tho 
town should continue to pay 6O per 
cent. 

Ald. McDiarmid thought the town 

should pay 60 per cent. or more, If 
necessary—it would be much cheaper 
te dp s0 than’ to lay and repair 
plank walke. Not another yard 
of the latter <acmts. be put down. 
{ Mr. G, H. M. Baker—' Plank costa 
now about twice what it did a few 
years ago, while cement Js only half 
the price it was then. It would be 
cheaper to lay granolithic walks.” 

Mr. Jas Graham referred to the 
plan followed in’ the town of Berlin, 
saying the town possessed more ce- 
ment walks tham any town of its 
size in Canada. The Local Improve- 
ment Act.svas in! forced there, and 
property-ownere paid the entire coat 
of the walke. 

‘Mr. Hopkins—"That plan would be 
voted down here by &% to 1; we'll 
have to stick to the present method.” 
' Mr. Graham—“In that case 1 would 
prefer the present arrangement and 
think 50 per cent. for town and prop- 
erty-owners would be fair.” ~ 

Mr, Hockin referred to Berlin's 
walks, and gaid the boulevards were 
kept sodded and trimmed. Whiait first 
strikes all new-comers to Lindsay 
is the neglected appearance of the 
street frontage. He had tried to 
make his own house frontage attrac- 
Hive, to serve as an object lesson to 
others. As for the walke, he was 
In fayor of the property-owmers pay- 
ing 40 per cent. 

Mayor Ingle—"Mr. Hockin’s re- 
marks are along the right line, but 
being a new-comer he does not know 
that we have not been in a position 
till lately to do better owing to the 
building of new walka and the moy- 
ing out of old ones.” Hathoett 
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Afley ome further discusston! iv 
Ged by Mr. Paddon, seconded 
by Mr. Goodavin, that the Bonrd of 
Trade recommend that the town pay 
60 per cent, and the ratepayers 40 
per cent, of the cast of granolithic 
walks. 

In amendment it was moyed by Mr. 
ixylie, seconded by Mr. J. M. MoLen- 
nan, that the properly-owners pay 
GO per cent, and the town 40 per 
cent. Mhis was defeated and the 
original motion was adopted. 

Mr. Jas. Graham, referring to a 
remark made by Mr, Hopkins rela- 
tive to the town's lack of money for 
improvements, sald he hoped the 
Council would levy a rate high 
enough to permit of Commissioner 
Chalmers and other town! employees 
being kept busy. “ 

Board of Trade Business. 

Secretary Sootheran rend a lettor 
from a manufacturing firm in West- 
ern Ontario, who asked what jnduce- 
ments the town was prepared to of- 
fer In case they removed! thelr bus- 
Iness to Lindsay.

try.

In his own case owing to 
the shallow water the inside boom 
of his anchored eribs was 40 feet 
from hiv wharf, while if tha dredg- 
ing was completed the outside boom 
would be within) 30 feet of the shore, 
which would allow ample room for 
the passage of steamers at full speed 
if, necessary. 

President Flavelle—“It will only be 
necessary to secure a re-vote; there 
ls enough money unexpended to com- 
plete the dredging.” 

Mr. Carew—"The trouble is to se- 
cure the dredge in time. 1 under- 
stand it ls proposed to keep jt in 
Pellerboro waiters for a couple of 
months after naylgation opens.’’ 

Mr. Barr—‘The dredge is being 
managed in the interests of Peter- 
boro, and a sharp protest js needed.’ 

Ov motion of Mr. Graham, second- 
ed by Mr. Barr, it was decided to 
memoriniize Hon, Mr. Tarte to haye 
the dredging completed as early in 
the season as possible.

THE WEAKNESS OF MISSIONS.

Why Do Their Enormous Forces Not 
Make Greater Headway in These 
Days? 


(Bystander in Weekly Sun.) 

Torouto has been the scene of a 
great concourse of young men des- 
tined for missions. It seems that in 
spite of the High Criticism there is 
still faith in christianity, though the 
missiovary must now ran tho risk 
of encountering, as did Colenso, 
searching questions on the part of 
{ho mau whow he seeks to convert, 
especially if that mav is a subtle aad 
inquisitive imdvo, Why do the 
fruits of our modern missions fall 
short of those of the early missions 
grouped in history as the Conversion 
of the Barbarians? Why, with all 
our socicties for the ‘propagation of 
the Gospel, our liberal expenditure, 
and our powerful machinery, have 
we apparently nothing to compare 
with the achlevements of solitary 
and unaided missionaries like Ulfilas. 
Columban, Boniface and Augustine ? 
The answer probably is complex. 
Those conversions were rather form- 


al. The hearts of Clovis and his 
Franks were certalnly not much! 
changed. Migration, severing the 


barbarians from their sacred groves 
and springs and circles, would loosen 
their attachment to thelr old gods. 
Kings of turbulent tribes might wel- 
come (iy alliance of the priest. But 
the most potent influence of all pro- 
bably was the impressive personal- 
ity of the wissionary, sho, with’ his 
absolute self-devotion, throwlog him- 
seli sipgle-handed into wild regions 
and among fierce tribes, must hiye 
seomed like an enyoy from a high- 
er world. His mission was not a paid 
profession, but an insplred calling. 
He was tainted by no connection 
with political aggression or commer- 
clal greed. Nor when he spoke of 
ihe blessed influence of the gospel 
or ihe character and conduct had 
he such damning confutation at his 
side as the character and conduct 
of the christian trader or soldier tu’ 
China or Hindostan. 

The conyenttion has done well In 
protesting against thie laws for the 
exclusion of the Chinese,  Iniquity 
could hardly be more barefaced than 
it is when war is mada upon the 
people of China for inhospitality to 
foreigners, while they are excluded 
as unclean Intruders from the do- 
minions of the same powers.

Mr. Marter Swolls the Majority.to 13 on 
the Second Mending of the Bill— 
A Sharp Debato All Day—The 

MNallway Subsidies and the sup- 
plementary Estimates 
Tabled, 


Toronto, Marchi 6.—The Public Ac- 
counts Committee concluded their 
work for the session to-day. Ton, 
Mr. Stratton asked to be called and 
make a statement in connection with 
the $4,000 grant to the Dickson 
Lumber Co. for the Stoney Creek 
dam, Mr. Stratton said he had first 
been asked by representatives of the 
company, before he was a member of 
the Government, to endeavor to sce 
cure a grant in connection with the 
works on the creck, as they were of 
moro or Jess service to tho settlers 
and to the other Jumbermen getting 
out Jogs in the locality, and also of 
value in conserving the water and 
regulating the flow. 'Dhe request had 
been repeated aller he had become a 
member of the Government. It was 
on his representation to the Cabinet, 
ho said, that the grant was mado 
64,000 instead of $5,000, In view 
of the dam costing $8,100 instead of 
from $10,000 to $13,000, as was 
originally estimated.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY, 


The Prohibition Bill Read a Second Time, 


the Government's Majority Being 
13—Mr, Marter Votes Yea. 


Toronto, March 6.—In the 
lative Assembly this 
Mr. Lucas secured an 
a return of correspondence with re- 
spect to the prosecution of Wild- 
fong and Cummings reportcd for 
corrupt practices, 

Hon. J..M. Gibson moved the third 
reading of the bill to amend 
Devolution of Estates Act. 
Joynt moved a reference 
to committee to strike out the 
third section. Ue said that pre 
vious to 1886 there was no Devo- 
lution of Estates Act. This bill 
was intended to force estates into 
the Surrogate Court in cases in 
which such a procesding was 
unnecessary. ‘The Attorney-General 
said the provision was necessary in 
order to prevent estates slipping 
away from the control of execu- 
tors, and being available for the 
payment of liabilities ond carry- 
ing out the provisions of wills, ‘The 
amendment was lost on division, 
and the bill read a third time.

The Prohibition Debate. 

Mr. Marter resumed the debate 
on the motion for the second 
reading of the bill respecting the 
sale of intoxicating liquor. He 
paid that he spoke for himself 
alone and did not wish ‘the party 


with which he had acted to be held 
in any Way responsible for his 
utterances. Ie had always held 
that the licensing of the sale of 
liquor was wrong and regarded 
the moral issue involved in the 
prohibition question as far more 
important than any party is- 
sue. He quoted from a _  Jarge 
number of gauthorities, religious and 
secular, as to the evil effects of 
the liquor traffic, Great good 
had been effected by the closing of 
the bars on Sundays. He was in 
favor of closing them altogether, 
It had been said that you could not 


make men sober by act of Parlia- 
ment, But you «could make men 
drunkards by legislation and that 
was done by licensing the sale of 
liquor. It was urged that the Le 
gislature had no right to inter- 
fere’ with personal liberty. But 


that was equally an objection 
to the present law, for it interfored 


with the liberty of all who Wwish- 
ed.. to sell drink and could not 
procure licenses, The sooner tne 


State washed its hands of the part- 
nership with the liquor dealers 
the better. He reviewed the  ac- 
tion of the Government jn  tak- 
ing the plebiscite. The people 
had expressed themselves in favor 
of prohibition, but their mandate 
had been evaded. He claimed that 
a large number of temperance nen 
had supported the Government on 


account of their promises to give 
prohibition. He objected strongly 
to the referendum as unfair to the 


prohibitionists, and contended that 
if the Government wero defeated 
the referendum was not binding 
on thelr successors, It was non- 
sense to sny that it wos necessary 
to have public sentiment in its 
favor in order to enforce the act. 
It was the Government wlone who 
enforced the license act. ‘The gen- 
eral public did not come to their 
help to any extent. He would 
have heartily supported a good 
prohibition bill brought in by tho 
Government, but this bill was no 
food, and to carry it was an im- 
possible task.

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GANADA’S POPULATION. 

In his great speech on the Budget 
last Tuesday Sic Richard Cartwright 
produced evidence to show that the 
apparently slow growth of Canada's 
population between 1891 and 1901 
was partially explainable by the over- 
count which the census-takers in 1891 
made; the population in 1891 being re- 
ally less than the official figures 
showed, the gain in the last decade 
was really grenter than appeared by 
the compamison of the figures of the 
two censuses. Sir Richard, with alll 
adhe gallantry of a (rue koight, came 
to the defence of the women of Can- 
ada, who had been charged with the 
responsibility for the small increase 
ef population, “I would desire,” he 
said, to contradict a slanderous state- 
ment which has wrept into the public 
press, and I believe those who ciren- 
lated it did not fully comprehend what 
they were about.

It nat, through any 
famlt of theirs thait the rate of in- 
erease of populaition’ has not been so 
zreat as he would have desired. Of 
course, we knowy that evil! communicat 
tions carrupt good manners, amd it 
may be that here and there there may 
be a slamghter of the race where 
Yankee practises (have crept in, but I 
deny that such practises have affected 
in the slightest degree the great mar 
jonity, and assent that they are pre- 
pared to do their duty by their coun= 
try, now and ever as they have al- 
ways done. Touching upon one cause 
gor the small increase in our popula- 
tion, Sir Richard Cartwright referred 
to the fact that the exodus embraced 
in its numbers the very flower of our 
people, young men and women, many 
of whom had risen to places of the 
very highest position in the United 
States. ‘The United States census 
sbowed that in 1880 717,000 Canadians 
were in the United States. This num- 
ber had increased to 980,000 in 1890 
and to 1,181,000 im 1900, but the differ- 
ence between these numberp did not 
represent the total losy to Comada 
from this source. Allowing for the 
death cate of 2 per cent., amd the losg 
of the children who wauld naturally 
haye beem born tc them, the total 
Joss to Canada between 1800 and 
1901 was estimated by Sir Richard at 
1,400,000 people.”

Ottawa, March —The Conser- 
vatives in the Senate obtained a 
snap verdict yesterday afternoon, 
It was on a motion by Senator 
Landry, calling for a return showing 
the minutes of the mocting of tho 
special committee held on Tebruary 
21st to strike the standing commit- 
tees. Tho motion was an unusual 
one, as the Conservative lender himn- 
solf admitted, but Senator Landry 
wanted to find out how the mem- 
bers of the Striking Committee vot- 
ed on the occasion mentioned, and 
any other information that could 
be gleaned as to changes in the 
constitution of the committees, The 
Government leader declined to agree 
to the motion, and on a division it 
was carricd by «m vote of 24 yeas 
to 20 nays, The total vote was, 
therefore, 44 out of a Mouse of 81. 
With 87 Senators absent, Inelud= 
Ing many Ministerialists, the Oppo- 
sition were able to carry their point. 
No importance attaches to tho  di- 
vision, but it affords another illus- 
tration of the resentment felt by 
the Conservatives at the control of 
the Upper Touse passing from their 
hands, It was eminently a proper 
thing for the Government support- 
ers, now that they are in the ma- 
jority, to secure ndequate represen- 
tation on the standing committees. 
The Conservative however, would 
still like “to predominate in the 
committees, although they are in a 
minority in (he Senate, and in a 
spirit of pique they are asking why 
Opposition members should have 
been replaced by Liberals, This con- 
duct is equally as childish as that 
which led the Conservative members 
of the Striking Committee to stand 
aloof whilst their Liberal confreres 
drew up the slanding committees. 
The Ministerialists haye so far be- 
haved with gencrosity towards their 
opponents, but {bey cannot be ex- 
pected to display magnanimity it 
the desire is shown to thwart their 
wishes on eyery possible occasion. 
The report of the Striking Commit- 
‘tee was adopted by the Senate last 
week. The time to have raised 
objection was when the report came 
up for adoption, and no good or 
useful purpose was to be serve 
by reverting o the past and en- 
deavoring to ascertain why * such 
and such a, thing was done. The 
division upon Senator Landry’s 
motion seems to have been unexpect- 
ed by the Ministevialists, several 
of whom are absent from their pla- 
ces. Yesterday’s division, there- 
fore, carries with it a moral so ob- 
vious as not to need pointing 
out. Wor the remainder of the ses- 
sion, or until the Liberal majority 
in the Senate grows larger, it would 
be well to look out for surprises. 
Hon, Mr. Perley asked the Goy- 
ernment if they have provided for or 
are going to give the Government 
of the Northwest Territories a larg- 
er grant of money to carry on the 
administration of affairs then they 
did last year, and, if so, what 
amount? Hon. Mr. Scott could not 
answer till the supplementary osti- 
mates were brought down. TIlon. 
Mr. Perley said it was unfair to ex- 


pect that the Government of the 
Northwest ‘Territories could meet 
the expenses consequent upon in- 


creased immigration on the old al- 
lowance. Last year there was a 
shortage, and this year there would 
be a greater one. Mr, Haultain 
had said if they did not get a 
larger IWederal allowance they must 
have provincial gutonomy.

“T have nothing official, but I am 
under the impression that, if the 
pending negotiations hetween Kitch- 
encr and the Boers are not success- 
ful, o new contingent will be re 
cruited in Canada, at the expense of 
the War Office. It is even said that, 
in case of peace, this contingent will 
serve as police, and will replace 
troops whom it is desired to retire 
from active service." 

I wish to inguire whether there 
have been any negotiations, or whe- 
ther any circumstances have arisen 
_to lend any warrant to this state 
ment in La Patrie? 

Mr. Wielding declined to state the 
accuracy of the report. He said: ‘‘It 
would be obviously inconvenient for 
us to be held responsible for every- 
thing that appears in the newspa- 
pers, even in so excellent a paper as 
La Patrie. I would not like to dis- 
cuss the matter on the basis of a 
newspaper report, and I think that 
my hon, friend will see that that is 
a wise and proper course.’’

LIBERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The Expenditures of the Conservative 
and Liberal Governments Compared 
—The Growth of our Trade with the 
Motherland.

Borden reminded him very forcibly 
of the predecessor who had occupied 
that very seat some twenty-five 
years ago, No more fitting time 
could be imagined for such a rein- 
troduction than when the third 
census since the promulgation of the 
National Policy gave them an! wn- 
precedented opportunity of showlog 
what that policy had really, done for 
Canada. He asked Mr. Bocden’ his 
 offix jal? authority for disputing Hon. 
Mr. Ficlding’s assertion that, in all 
huwan probability the growth of Can- 
ada durirg Ube last five yenrs has 
bean equal to thal of the fifteen 
jears preceding. 

(Mr. Borden—The Year Book.) He 
WAE sorry if that was all, asin 1887- 
8-9 the Year Book's population psu- 
mates were about 10 years rvbeas| ot 


time. 

Mr. Borden's followers had vleer- 
ed loudly over reduction alleged in’ 
our trade with Great Britain. What 
jwere the facts? In 1889, our trade 
vith Great Britain was $43,277,000 
on which we collected a duly of $$2,- 
576,000. Tu 1897, the last year of the 
rational policy, our trade with Great 
Britain had fallen to 401,000, In

less duty than was collected, on a 
dearly similar amount of goods im- 
ported into Canada in 1889.

quainted with church work knows, 
is not true. The churches and mis- 
sions cammot force these home hea- 
then into line any more than they 
can the foreignere, Yet it may be 
possibie in cities like Chicago that 
it is necessary for church workers 


cal missions. It isa well known fact 
that many will attend open-air meet- 
ings who cannot be induced to go 
Uear @ Church. Tspecially is this 
true among those who think the 
ehurches are only for the well-to- 
de and the respectable. But what- 
ever their thoughts or feelingr, the 
obligation of preaching the gospel to 
the poor remains forever insistent 
and must not be neglected, .

Government said last night: After 
the exchange of the Dutch-Ienglich 
notes, a conference was called for 
February. This conference was ai- 
tended by Mr. Kruger, Dr. Teyds, 
and the delegates, and it was decid- 
ed to send six emissaries to South 
Africa by different routes, with de- 
spatches for Steyn and Schalkburger, 
giving them a detailed account of the 
situation. One of these agents oughi 
to have arrived about this time, 

Documents lately received 
Schalkburger indicated that peace 
terms had recently been discussed by 
the leaders in South Africa, but the 
leaders declared they could not 
cept anything less than the terms, 
demanded at Middleburg (by Gem 
Botha, Feb, 28, 1901), and especial 
ly the point of complete amnesty for 
Gape rebels, because the greater part 
of the commandoes actually in arms 
are composed of Cape insurgents.

.Lt.-Col. Hughes, when seen  Iast 
night, stated that his offer was 
sent to the Government on the 10th 
of March. He had received a reply, 
but it was only ea mere acknow- 
Jedgment of his offer, Col. Hughes 
said he had been induced to make 
it by the way things were going 
out in South Africa. According to 
a letter which he had received from 
Kimberley, the districts of Gripua- 
land West and Langenburg were in 
the hands of the Boers, and Pete 
De Villias had set up a republic 
there.

MODERN MACHINERY. NEEDED, 
WIRE FENCES ESSENTIAL. 


— 
Interesting Discussions at the Good 
Roads Congress at Ottawa. 

Below we give a few selections 
from the published report of discus- 
elons at the meeting of the Eastern 
Gntario Goo Roads Aseoclaiion, held 
at Ottawa .the latter part of Inet 
week. Tho sessions were attended by 
Jas, Graham, town, and Chas. Palr- 
bairn, Bobcaygeon, on behalf of Vic- 
toria Gounty Counell, and both gen- 
tlemen took part in the dehate when- 
ever conditions similar to our own 
were being referred to: 

Good Roads Machinery. 

Mayor Sheppard spoke to the con- 
yeption on good roads machinery. 
Incidentally he referred to the pro- 
blem of road corateuction in general. 

“Grading and draining lies,” he 
sald, “at.the yery foundation of good 
roads. Too many attempt to make 
macadamiseed rouds without making 
the necessary preparation In ad- 
yanes, Some simply fill up the holes 
which appear in spring, and call that 
making a road, They forget that the 
water which caused the hole In the 
first place will settle on the same 
epot whether the macadam ie there 
ur not, unless drained away. 

“You cannot,” continued the spenk- 
er, “get good roads without machin- 
ery. in buying machinery for this 
purpose it ie a most unwise thing 
fo attempt to myve by cutting off 
some of the attachments usually cold, 
with a crusher. You may saye a 
few dollars on the first cost of the 
wachine, but you will lose a large 
sum annually in the expense of op- 
eration. Av Illustration of this was 
afforded io Noya Scotta, where tro 
machipes ‘were operating within 
three-quarters of a mile of each 
other, under precisely the same con- 
ditions, ‘Ths one handled the ma- 
terial at balf the cost at which it 
was handled by the other machine. 

“A good crusher capable of run- 
ning twelve to:twenty cords of stone 
per day will cost $1,200. 1t is not 
wise to baye wore than 9 to 16 inch 
capacity iu the jaw. A good crusher 
will weigh four and a half to six 
tone.” 

Capacity of Stone Crushers. 

Tn reply to another question, Mr. 
Campbell said a 17 hor, 
erusher should crush 100 
stone a day, and a 12 horse-power 
crushere 60 to 70 yards 

Mr. Jas. Graham, of Lindsay, said 
Victoria County had a stone crusher 
which the townships of the county 
were allowed to use, paying $1.25 
per cord of stone crushed for the 
use of it, (his has a 14 horse-power 
engine, and will crash two cords per 
heur of ordinary field limestone. The 
girain on the engine was less than for 
ap ordinary threshing. More power 
was required in moying the machine 
from place to place than in 2rush- 
ing the stone. “Our experience,” add- 
ed Mr. Graham, “is that no stone 
which will go through a proper re- 
volving screen is too large for the 
bottom of the roud. It you try to 
crush too fine you' will get a lot of 
useless dust.” 

Wire Fences io) Ontario, County. 

Outarlo County came out particu 
tarly strong in fayor of tte 
fence, 

“The majority of the muricipall 
in our conpty give a bonus of 3 
cente per rod,” said ex-\Wardeao Cliris- 
Ue, “and jn this most trying year 
every one iv satisfied it is money well 
gpevt.” 

“There ig no question as: ‘to the 
benefit of wire fencing,” added John 
Bright, of Myrtle, prosident of the 
South Ontario {ostitute. “We have 
good roads where there is wire, and 
bad roads where there is nu wire. It 
really costs us nothing to build 
fences, because whiere we spent $' 
m shovelling snow, before the 
struction of these fences we are 
gpendicg nothing now. Tne benefit 
of these fences in suinuier is even 
more apparent than the advantage in 
winter. Where a wire fence {a not 
built the snow fille the roadway level 
during the winter, and there is a 
jwet spot for weeke ini spring at the 
same place. That piece of road will 
cot up to sucly an extent that it 
sometimes costs 50 cents a, rod to re- 
built the cut-up section, althouzh wv 
new road may haye been built there 


~~ +—but two years before.” 


~ 


Warden Gerow, of Pickering town- 
ship gave one of the clearest pisces 
of evidence heard during the day ay 
‘to the value of wire. “There is," 
6310 he, “one stretch of road in our 
township which is lined with wire 
for a distance .of one and a half 
miles. There las not been a day. 
even during the exceptional ‘winter 
Jost past, on which you could not 
trot your horse on that piece of road, 
whil2 exactly at the spot where th» 
rail fence began there was a bank 
of snow you couldn't get throuch' at 
all. In a few days from now the 
road where tle wire fence ja will be 
dry. Where the rail fonce is the 
snow ts four fect deep still, and the 
will be a mud-hole there for three 
or four weeks to coma” 

Same in the West. 

Warden Waltham, of Waterloo, told 
of @ precisly similar state of af- 
fairs in his county, and added that

Such 2 decided advantage has 
been found In the use of sire,’ satd 
MeBwine, of Welllngton, ‘that 
our county Jas for fifteen years past 
been giving bonuses for the construc- 
(Jon of such fences, and the townsh’ps 
mre now ta « the motter up as wel 
Tho bonue for fences alove the line of 
county roads Ip $1 per chain, or eqnal 
te about half thy cost of construc- 


tion.”

MUNICIPAL AUDITING. 
The Provincial Auditor Imparts Some 
Sound Advico. 
Mhe report for 1001 of the Pro- 


yincial Auditor, Mr. J. Be Latog, bas 
been issued. It contains a mass of 
information of value tu muntelpil 
(reasurers In giving pointers on the 
best and proper methods of keeplny 
municipal xccounts and the wadi tins 
of the game. The Auditor finds x 
great. Improyement in the book-keep- 
ing of municipal officials, and has 
ne losses of Importance to report 
from 1901. He calls attention to the 
following, however; 

“My gittcntion has bee callow to 
(ho fact that sulficient importance 


is pot attached by the loval wuit- 
iture to the securities: given! for the 
responsibilities of county, township 


aud other municipal treasurern. 
‘There Is reason to belleye In many 
ciisos these securities are yorthtess, 
either bens improperly drasyn, out- 
lawed or expired by effluxion of time. 
This is a most importaut matter, and 
should vot be overlooked by munici 
palities. 

“It would De well for the muni- 
cipalities if they would make more 
frequent use of this department than 
they do by asking more frequently 
for aucits, It isa mistaken, but pop- 
*, den that a government jruilit 
s very expensive. In) some cases tt 
certainly ls, in the casey of cities 
with  watcrworks, eleotrice light, 
Troutege taxes, et Aud a long term 
of years ito go ov; but to the ease 
cf the average townslip audit, the 
expense need not exceed $150, or 
thereabouts. In the case of towns, 
no doubt the expense \would be doubl- 
ed, or even trebled, but my experi- 
evee is that an audit of any municl- 
pality is a, good thing, ana If it doce 
rot remuperate the municipallty 1 
ore way it does in another.” 

Mr: Laing commends the following 
directions regarding the duties of 
mvnicipal auditors, which councils 
Should see carried out: 

1, Comp.re ass.smepl rol with 
collectors’ roll to see that tho assess- 
ed values o1 which the rate Are 
feyied are correctly entered. 

2. Compare schoo! section entries 
with school section mup wack check 
tions on which school rates have 
a levied. 

e Check all entries and additions 
op the roll. 


4 Verify the correctness of all 
rates and taxes levied by by-laws, 
proceedings of council, enginewr s 


Mainage awards antl certivicater, 
statute labor lists, fence viewers, 
uwayr_s, county treasurers’ accounts, 
school trustees’ requisitions or other 
authority. 

5. Phe colectors’ account with the 
{reasurer should be examined, and 
also settlement of roll, wlach should 
be verified under oaith and in ac- 
cordance with sections 147 and 148 
of the Assessment Act. 

6G. Every stub of the treasurers’ 
receipt book, and every document ov 
‘roll audited should be properly stamp- 
ed as required by the, act of 1809S.

Mr. Dillon then said: 

“T will tell the right honorable 
gentleman that he is a damned liar.’’ 

A dead silence followed this re- 
mark. Such unparliamentary lan- 
guage seemed to stun the House. 

The Speaker invited Mr. Diflon to 
withdraw the expression, but the lat- 
ter said: 

“T will not withdraw.’” 

“Then T must name you,’’ said the 
Speaker. 

The Government, leader, A. J. Bal- 
four, then said: 


~ “T beg to move that Mr. Dillon be 
suspended from service in the 
House.’” 
The motion was carried by 248 to 
AS votes. , , 
Mr. Dillon immediately, by direc- 


tion of the Speaker, left the House, 
amidst wild Nationalist cheers, and 
Mr. Chamberlain resumed his speech. 

Mr. Dillon’s suspension under the 
present rules cannot exceed a week. 
Wis offence would have heen much 
more severely dealt with had the new 
rules been in force. 

The ejection of Mr. Dillon did not 
serve to clear the atinosphere, and 
the remainder of the debate was fill- 
ed with personal allusions and un- 
pleasant expressions, the nature of 
which would have excited comment 
had they not been discounted by the 
first explosion, { 

David Lioyd-George (Welsh Na- 
tionalist), bitterly attacked the Goy- 
ernment, drawing « harrowing pic- 
ture of conditions in South Africa, 
and charged the War Office with pig- 
eon-holing important information. 

Sir Charles Cayser (Conservative), ' 
interrupted Mr. Lioyd-Goorge, saying 
that the speaker was playing to the 
pro-Boers, whereupon Mr. Lloyd- 
George characterized the interruption 
as ‘‘an insolent remark.'’
